WILMINGTON — The 
Planning Board met this 
month on Wednesday Nov. 
8 to continue various pub- 
lic hearings for things like 
site plan reviews, storm- 
water management spe- 
cial permits, and roadway 
improvement plans. 

LJR Engineering’s Luke 
Roy described that chan- 
ges were made in the plan 
for Lee Avenue regarding 
an 81G roadway improve- 
ment plan and stormwa- 
ter management permit, 
including widening the 
easement line around the 

basin. 

A remaining item point- 
ed out by Planning Board 
Chair Terence Boland was 
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the maintenance of the 
drainage basin to be put 
upon the responsibility of 
the homeowner. Director 
of Planning and Conser- 
vation Valerie Gingrich ex- 
plained the maintenance 
would only shift to the 
town should the roadway 
be accepted as a public 
way. 

This also requires buy-in 
from the other residents 
on the street and approval 
at a town meeting. 

Residents in the audi- 
ence spoke up regarding 
this proposed project. One 
asked about the direction 
for the flow of water run- 
off not to spill toward Per- 
ry Avenue. Roy replied

Homeless man arrested on firearms charges 


WILMINGTON — 
Wilmington Police Depart- 


“~ ment announces the suc- 


cessful arrest of Mark 
Bickford, a 57-year-old 
homeless individual, on 
multiple firearms charges. 
The arrest comes in re- 
sponse to an incident that 
occurred on Oct. 5, in which 


‘a residence on Chestnut 


Street was struck by a 
bullet, prompting a com- 
prehensive investigation. 

The incident was report- 
ed by a resident who had 
discovered the damage 
upon returning home. The 
residents of the affected 
home were not present 
when their house was 
struck. 

Wilmington detectives 
promptly launched an in- 
vestigation, gathering evi- 
dence from home security 
camera footage obtained 
from various residents in 
the vicinity. The investi- 
gative efforts led to the 
identification of a possible 
suspect vehicle and the 
subsequent discovery that 


The 


Bickford discharged a sin- 
gle round from a handgun 
into a home while operat- 
ing his vehicle on Chest- 
nut Street. 

It was determined that 
the incident was entirely 
random, with no specific 
target in mind. 

Subsequently, a warrant 
was obtained for the ar- 
rest of Bickford, and on 
Nov. 1, he was taken into 
custody by Wilmington 
detectives and patrol offi- 
cers on Lowell Street. 
Bickford was arraigned at 
Woburn District Court on 
the following charges: 

¢ Discharging a Firearm 
Within 500 Feet of a Dwell- 
ing or Building 

¢ Unlawful Possession of 
a Firearm 

¢ Unlawful Possession of 
a Loaded Firearm 

¢ Operating an Unregis- 
tered Motor Vehicle 

‘© Operating With A Sus- 
pended Driver’s License 

At his arraignment, Bick- 
ford was ordered to be 
held in custody.

Collecting has long been 
a popular hobby. Families 
have lovingly passed collec- 
tions from. generation to 
generation, whether coins, 
stamps, or memorabilia. 
But, times change, interests 
change, and many of these 
treasures wind up in boxes 
on a shelf, under a bed, or 
in the basement. 

Exploring the carefully 
curated collections of loved 
ones can be a fun, nostalgic 
activity, and can help intro- 
duce younger generations to 
their relatives by sharing 
the objects they once han- 
dled. However, for many 
families, liquidating collec- 
tions can be a way to unlock 
the true value of items, turn- 
ing a loved ones’ passion 
and hard work into tangible 
benefits for future genera- 
tions. 

This happened to our family 
recently. Grandpa’s coin col- 
lection, spanning about 100 
years of American history, 
sat untouched for decades, 
and it was time to figure out 
what to do with it — did it 
have value beyond a senti- 
mental one? We set to work, 
taking inventory and cata- 
loging the years and counts 
of Kennedy half-dollars and 
Walking Liberty quarters. 

Some coins are worth only 
their face value, but others 
— depending on when and 
where they were minted — 
can be valuable to collec- 
tors, either for their rarity,

which are in short supply 
during the holiday season. 
Think of all.the time you 


. will save in the morning if 


everything in your closet is 
easy to find and accessible. 

When you can readily see 
everything in your closet, 
you could also save money 
by avoiding duplicate or 
similar purchases for things 
you already own. 

Keep in mind that a good 
closet cleaning should be 
planned and scheduled. 

Don’t decide to start a clos- 
et cleaning project at 9:30 
p.m. on a weekday night, or 
an hour before you have to 
bring the kids to a sports 
practice, as the task will be- 
come rushed and unorgan- 
ized, and ultimately left un- 
finished.

We reached 
out to Joe Cortese of Noble 
Spirit in Pittsfield, New 
Hampshire, a philatelic and 
numismatic expert. Cortese 
has been involved in the sell- 
ing of coins, stamps, and col- 
lectibles for over 50 years 
and works with museums, 
collectors, and families like 
ours who have items that 
might have value. 

Along with son and co- 
owner Michael, Cortese and 
his staff evaluate and con- 


sign collectibles and sell to 
the world market via their 
ecommerce store on eBay. 

“We can reach a global au- 
dience,” said Cortese, whose 
team works to achieve a 
premium for items through 
skilled photography, timing, 
and knowledgeable pricing. 

Cortese is noted for his 
transparency and meticu- 
lous attention to detail, and 
treated our humble piles of 
coins with as much care as 
if we were numismatists 
ourselves. And Cortese seeks 
to educate, as well. 

“Never clean a coin,” said 
Cortese, as it can damage 
the finish, affecting the 
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coin’s value. 

We also brought some 
stamps to be evaluated and 
while they were not of sig- 
nificance, some of the coins 
were surprisingly valuable. 
We agreed to consign the 
collection with the compa- 
ny. And thanks to a cus- 
tomer-facing dashboard, we 
can watch our items being 
sold in real-time, track the 
value, and pass the pro- 
ceeds on to our mother. . 

Like Cortese, Jennifer 
Balch-Kenney feels there 
are compelling advantages 
to reaching a world market 
through ecommerce selling 
of collectibles. Balch-Ken- 
ney runs two ecommerce 
businesses on eBay: Gertie 
Lee, which is a collectibles 
store selling Disney items, 
Christmas items, 
House ornaments, and pa- 
perweights, and Super 
Dave’s, which specializes in 
comics, graphic novels, and 
role-playing ‘games. 

She’s an advocate for the 
sustainability benefits of re-

FEMA awards 
over $5.6M to state 
for COVID 


overtime costs 


BOSTON — The Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency will be sending 
more than $5.6 million to 
the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts to reimburse it 
for the cost of overtime 
paid to state health em- 
ployees engaged in critical 
functions during the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. 

The $5,651,435 Public As- 
sistance grant will reim- 
burse the Massachusetts 
- Department of Public 
Health for the cost of hav- 
ing a total of 974 staff 
work overtime to manage 
the response to the pan- 
demic between March and 
September 2020. 

That included providing 
a chief medical officer at 
the state’s emergency op- 
eration center to manage 
the disaster, as well as 
staff to provide dissemina- 
tion of information to the 
public to provide warnings 
and guidance; provide di- 
rect care for COVID-19 
patients; perform increased 
security functions requir- 
ed for additional personal 
protective equipment (PPE) 
requirements; and to per- 
form increased: disinfec- 
tion tasks. 

Additionally, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of 
Public Health provided 
staff for increased labora- 
tory activity to process 
102,258 COVID-19 tests. 
Among the staff positions 
impacted were epidemiol- 
ogists, janitors, laboratory 


technicians, licensed prac- 
tical nurses, microbiolo- 
gists, nurse practitioners, 
nursing assistants, regis- 
tered nurses, and respira- 
tory therapy technicians 
who worked a total of 
110,955 overtime hours. 
“FEMA is pleased to be 
able to assist Massachu- 
setts with these costs,” 
said FEMA Region 1 Re- 


_ gional Administrator Lori 


Ehrlich. “Reimbursing state, 
county, and municipal 
governments — as well as 
eligible non-profits and 
tribal entities — for the 
costs incurred during the 
COVID-19 pandemic is an 
important part of our na- 
tion’s ongoing recovery.” 

FEMA’s Public Assis- 
tance program is an es- 
sential source of funding 
for states and communi- 
ties recovering from a fed- 
erally declared disaster or 
emergency. 

So far, FEMA has provid- 
ed more than $2.5 billion 
in Public Assistance grants 
to Massachusetts to reim- 
burse the commonwealth 
for pandemic-related ex- 
penses.

The board voted in favor 
of creating a flag policy, 
which Chair Gary DePal- 
ma clarified would only 
apply to town flag poles 
and the flags they typical- 
ly have up. These include 
the federal government 
flag, the state flag, the 
town flag, various mili- 
tary flags, the DPW first 
responders flag, and the 
Tree City USA flag, among 
others. 

Historical Commission 
Chairperson Bonny Smith 
spoke up. during public 
comment to ask when the 
board would discuss the 
building reuse subcom- 
mittee. DePalma said he 
was saving it for their 
next meeting. 

Smith also shared that 
the commission would 
host a’veterans’ coffee the 
following Wednesday star- 


ting at 9:30 a.m. at the 
town museum and a holi- 
day social on Dec. 3 from 
1 to 4 p.m. 

Resident Kevin MacDon-. 
ald asked the board a num- 
ber of questions through 
his comment. He asked if 
the town received any re- 
imbursement from the 
Wildwood oil spill, and 
DePalma stated __‘ they 
couldn’t answer due to on- 
going litigation. 

MacDonald then _pro- 
posed the board take ac- 
tion to ensure supervision 
and prevent future over- 
fillings of tanks. He also 
suggested the board re- 
quire the MBTA to stop 
at Wilmington’s stations 
each time instead of hold- 
ing flag stops in order to 
prevent future car crashes 
with the train. 

MacDonald went on to 
ask the board the amount 
of money in the warrants 


they approved that night 
and what banks the town’s 
money is stored in. De 

Palma said he didn’t have 
the total amount of the 
warrants approved and 
that he could request the 
information about the 
banks in writing. 

Under announcements, 
Greg Bendel gave a shout- 
out to Wilmington Pop 
Warner for a great pro- 
gram and fall season. 
DePalma also mentioned 
the successful Veterans’ 
Day ceremony over the 
weekend. 

West spoke up during 
new business to ask about 
the timeline for a few past 
minutes to come before 
the board, He then pro- 
posed the board add an 
agenda item for a future 
meeting to establish a 
process for the hiring of 
the town manager. He sug- 
gested this would be help- 


ful once the hiring com- 
mittee provides recom- 
mendations. 

DePalma suggested there 
be no format but that each 
individual on the board 
would have an opportunity 
to talk to the candidates 
and ask their questions 
after receiving the recom- 
mendations, and then they 
would take up_a vote. 

West asked for the board 
to receive all of the re- 
sumes the committee re- 
views in case he doesn’t 
like their recommenda- 
tions. 

Maselli countered that 
they agreed to let the sub- 
committee vet the candi- 


dates so the board would- - 


n’t have to review all the 
resumes. DePalma also 
added the board could 
refute all of the recom- 
mendations and ask for 
new ones if they so de- 
sired. 


He later suggested that 
to review all resumes 
would be to discredit the 
search committee who is 
tasked with selecting those 
who would be the best fit. 

Caira_ recalled that 
KP|Law addressed this 
topic in a previous meet- 
ing and advised the board 
against reviewing every 
resume. He confirmed the 
process by the search 
committee is moving al- 
ong as desired.. 

Cimaglia also said he 
signed for the hiring of 
the consulting firm who 
received great referrals 
and reviews. 

West ultimately agreed 
with the process as pro- 
posed by the rest of the 
board, though he again 
stated he wished there 
was a more established 
process with the hiring of 
the temporary town man- 
ager. 


He then declared the

Bendel spoke up to say

hours’ notice. He asked his 
fellow board members to 
provide residents proper 
notice of items they want 
to discuss at the meeting.

I 
don’t think that’s a prob- 
lem,” said Caira. 

“I'm sure we're going to 
get a fair amount but I 
don't think we're going to 
get this real surge” due 
to a number of other 
towns currently hiring 
managers, said member 
Ray Lepore. 

Members also discus- 
sed increasing the salary 
range to be more com- 
petitive with surrounding 
towns. 

The committee was 


then joined by Commu- 
nity Paradigm senior as- 
sociates John Petrin and 
Julie Jacobson. Jacob- 
son, the former town ma- 
nager of Auburn, founded 
the Women Leading Gov- 
ernment subgroup of the 
MMA, and discussed her 
work in recruiting wo- 
men to participate in pro- 
fessional development 
and networking opportu- 
nities for town managers, 

“We do about 60 percent 
of [municipal] recruit- 
ment in the state, so 
we’ve developed a very 
good process,” Petrin ex- 
plained, adding that the 
firm is seeing an average 
of 25 applications for po- 


sitions based on location. — 


Peterson asked how the 
firm goes about recruit- 
ing candidates for po- 
sitions when multiple 
towns are hiring; the 
committee expressed 
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particular concern about 
competition with Read- 
ing’s town manager 
search — current manag- 
er Fidel Maltez recently 
took the top job in Chel- 
sea. 

Petrin said that the 
firm seeks to bring can- 
didates to the table and 
see who is a good fit for 
each community. 

Following the interview, 
members returned to a 
conversation on attract- 
ing top talent in-relation 
to salary. 

“No resident is going to 
be happy with what the 
market is for pay for a 
town manager now be- 
cause it’s kind of gone 
the rate of CEO pay, but 
the market is what the 
market is,” said member 
Jonathan Eaton. “If you 
want to attract the best 
of the best, that isn’t 
free.”

Two hours and 37 minutes is pretty long 
for a "ballad," but you can't call it "The 
Hunger Games: The Three-Cycle Opera of 
Songbirds and Snakes" now, ean you?

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positions at Massachusetts-based health 
organizations, go cross-country skiing, 
hiking, canoeing, and volunteer as a con- 
sultant for the Eye Opener for the 
Sighted in Arlington, which educates 
sighted people about blindness. 

Johnson was born in Boston and grew 
up in Arlington where she resided from 
1948-2020 before moving to Winchester. 
with her sister. Johnson attended Perkins 
School for the Blind in Watertown. She 
described her childhood as being a full 
childhood, with wonderful parents, 
grandparents, a brother and a sister. 

She attended Perkins from age 5 to 18 
and there were a lot of activities pro- 
vided aside from academics. She de- 
scribed this as a nice time in her life. She 
commented that the school has a well- 
rounded curriculum. She said that if she 
had not lost her vision she wanted to be 
a physical education teacher as she was 
active in sports. 

She was also active in the glee club, 
was the president of the student council, 
and active in drama. She stated anything 
that was offered she wanted to take part 
in. She said it gave you a good outlook 
on life. 

Johnson's eye condition is called 
Leber Congenital Amaurosis, a heredi- 
tary eye condition that is a lot like Retini- 
tis Pigmentosa or RP which is a gradual 
wearing away of the vision. She added

"The Ballad of Songbirds and Snakes," 
which opens in theaters Nov. 16, is an origin 
story of the Hunger Games, themselves, as 
well as numerous characters — primarily 
the devious President Coriolanus Snow, 
played by Donald Sutherland in the first 
four films.

She worked in the radiology field at Cam- 
bridge Hospital transcribing all the radi- 
ological reports which was a lot of 
typing. She was there for 23 years. 

Next, she worked as an Assistant for 
the Director of Human Resources at the 
Department of Revenue in Boston, and 
the “wonderful man” for whom she 
worked asked her if she had ever thought 
about getting a guide dog. She said she 
had and heard a lot about Fidelco and 
liked the way the dogs were trained, as 
both the trainer and the dog come to 
your community and work with you. 
They raise, breed, and train nothing but 
German Shepherds. 

She used her boss as a reference for 
one of her letters. Then one of the train- 
ers.came out to her place of work back 
in 1986. She has had her current guide 
dog, Evrest for two years and she is 
about three and one-half years old. She 
said when the puppies are age two they 
are given out to a handler. Currently, 
there are 29 dogs in training. 

She added that at four months old 
they are given to a foster puppy raiser 
and that family gets to name the puppy.

They have the puppy for a year and a 
half and each week they take the puppy 
back to Fidelco and work the puppy with 
other puppies, bring the dog back home 
and expose them to their work life, ex- 
pose them to public transportation, and 
teach them basic commands.

She volunteered as a consultant for 
the Eye Opener for the Sighted in Arling- 
ton where she got to know a lot of people 
and spoke to a lot of children at various 
schools of various ages. She went to those 
events with the guide dog at her side and 
the kids would love to see the guide dogs 
and. ask questions to learn about the dog 
and blindness. She had done that for 
many years. 

She has had so much support from her 
family, workplace, friends, and Fidelco 
whom she thinks of as a second family.

_the series' melodrama of adolescence. In 
Panem, the only thing more tragic than the 
suffering inflicted by adults on the young 
may be a bright kid warping wickedly into 
one of those elders, too. 

That generational divide was always at 
the heart of the appeal of "The Hungers 
Games," a fantasy where no adult or insti- 
tution can be trusted, and the normal pres- 
sures of teendom are amplified in a 
modern, televised Roman Coliseum — an 
"American Idol" with murder — concocted 
by elders. It's madness shrugged off as, 
"That's just the way it is." 

In "The Ballad of Songbirds and 
Snakes," we see how it got to be that way. 
The 10th annual Hunger Games are ap- 
proaching but it feels more like pre-Super 
Bowl times when the NFL and the AFL 
played in separate leagues. The broadcast 
is low rent, the ratings are poor and the 
games themselves are staged in a dilapi- 
dated stadium. | 

With little food in the fridge, Coriolanus 
is living with his cousin Tigris (Hunter 
Schafer) and grandmother (Fionnula 
Flanagan). Their family has fallen on hard 


times, in part because of a family rivalry 


with Casca Highbottom (Peter Dinklage), 
the dean of the academy who harbors ha- 
tred for the Snows. (Dinklage, whose wry 
presence adds a kick to the film, has man- 
aged to appear once again in an outlandish 
fantasy with a man named Snow. ) 
As the’students gather amid Third Reich 
architectures (the production design by Uli 
Hanisch is stellar) and the games' founder 
Volumnia Gaul (Viola Davis, majestic in 
blue, with a turquoise eye) gazes on, Cori- 
olanus is assigned his tribute, Lucy Gray 
Baird, a bold young woman from District 
12 (also the home of Katniss) who wears a 
rainbow skirt and sports a dubious South- 
ern accent. During the reaping ceremony, 
she makes an immediate impression, put- 
_ ting a snake down the back of a rival and 
bursting into song for the cameras. See, 
now there's concision, I thought. You get 
your songbird and snake, straight off. 
Lawrence's Katniss was a thrilling fe- 
male warrior whose seizing of center stage 
had reverberations off screen, paving the 
way for blockbuster female protagonists. 
Rachel Zegler's Lucy Gray is inevitably a 
disappointment by comparison. 
Lawrence's film, scripted by Michael 
; Arndt and Michael Lesslie, for a while has 
: the stale feeling of an unneeded retread. 
- The tonal fluctuations, always a tricky bal- 
ance in Panem, can be ridiculous. The sta- 
dium is abruptly bombed by unseen rebels. 
Once the games begin, one tribute concocts 
rabies. 


The main thing holding our attention at 
this point is Jason Schwartzman's Lu- 
cretius Flickerman, a TV host with a Sal- 
vador Dali mustache who wants the games 
wrapped up just so he can make his dinner 
reservations. (It's been a very good year for 
Schwartzman, who transformed himself in 
Wes Anderson's "Asteroid City" and trans- 
mogrified in "Spider-Man: Across the Spi- 
der-Verse." ) 

But "Songbirds and Snakes" sneakily be- 
gins making a case for itself. The relation- 
ship between Coriolanus and Lucy Gray is 
compellingly complex. He works desper- 
ately to help her survive the games because 
he believes in her, and maybe loves her, but 


also because her success benefits him, too. 


Whether Lucy Gray is as purehearted as 
her songs, too, is up for debate. Both, we 
sense, are cunningly playing the hands 
they've been delt, seeking an advantage 
where they can. When Coriolanus begins 
making suggestions for the games to Vo- 
lumnia, he proves himself a natural-born 
marketer. 

That there's tension in Coriolanus' char- 
acter, considering we know how he ullti- 
mately ends up, is a tribute to just how 
good Blyth is. We've by now seen plenty of 
prequels that show-us how some famous vil- 
lain broke bad, but there's nothing in 
Blyth's performance that telegraphs his fu- 
ture. He's a sincere striver — we root for 
him because of his poverty and his puck — 
who's operating in the society he's found 
himself. He's a villain born entirely of cir- 
cumstance. 

"The Ballad of Songbirds and Snakes" 
extends the saga for a third act that takes 
places in District 12, an addition that an- 
other franchise might have saved for the 
next installment. But it's also where that 
tragedy of "The Hunger Games," and Cori- 
olanus' fate, earns some of the Shake- 
spearean touches that have liberally been 
sprinkled throughout. | (Shakespeare's 
"Coriolanus," is likewise about an ambigu- 
ous warrior set amid times of famine and 
class struggle. ) 

"The Hunger Games" kicked off a YA 
craze in film that had its ups and downs but 
petered out several years ago. Whether 
"The Ballad of Songbirds and Snakes" is 
enough to relight those embers remains to 
be seen, but it is a reminder how good a 
platform they offered young actors. It's a 
ritual worth returning to: 

"The Hunger Games: The Ballad of 
Songbirds & Snakes," a Lionsgate release 
is rated PG-13 by the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation for strong violent content and dis- 
turbing material. Two and a half stars out 
of four.
